We have now come to the final stage or the trial which has been car- 
ried on with exceptional care and with the greatest skill, The Prosecution 
has presented exhaustive proofs for the individual cases of the major war 
criminals now at the deck , We fully support also the charges against the 
criminal organizations — the Government of Fascist Germany, the General 
Staff and High Command of the German Armed Forces, the Loadership Corps 
of the German National Socialist Party, the State Secret Police (Gostapo), 
the Security Detachments of the Gorman National Socialist Party (SS), 
Security Service (SD) and Detachments of SA. 

As it has been established by the legal proccedings a gang of conspi- 
rators was at the head of Hitler's Germany, who seized the dianas ana 
the Administration of all Germany. 

A group of conspirators of this kind acting in a state with a popula- 
tion of many millions, at the centro of a huge state machinory could not 
exist without a whole systom of subsidiary criminal organizations, connecting 
the conspirators with the remote districts, the leaders of tho thoroughfare 
with the leadors of the streets and byc streots. Theroforo in Hitler's 
Germany there was a network of organizations assigned with groat powor: the 
Loadorship Corps of NSDAP, Gestapo, SS, SD etc., which functioned under the 
constant and direct leadership of the conspirators. 

The law of 1933 according to which the machinory of the Fascist party 
was morgod in the state machinery of Hitler's Germany, was an open logal 
roco enition of the fact. 

To strengthen the union between the governing gang and the organiza- 


tions, each of the conspirators acted in sevoral parts, reprosenting 
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persons? Goering — Minister, Commandor of the Adr Force, 
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plenipotontiary for the four year plan, Reichsleitor, supremo loador of SA 
and SS; Hess — Minister, Hitler's doputy for the party, Gonoral of SS and 
SA: Rosenborg - Roichsleador of the National Socialist party for qucstions 
of FATT and foroign policy, Minister and Mbererupponfuchror of SA and SS 
ctc. As Gooring — Ministor is insoparablo from Gooring — Oborgrupponfuchror 
of SS, so are Gestapo and the othcr criminal organizations not to be separat 
from Hitlor's Germany, We may imagine Hitlor's Gormany without libraries, 
without schools, ovon without hospitals, but Hitloe's Gormany without SS and 
Gostapo could not exist. 

Roflecting this political actuality tho Chartor of the International 
Military Tribunal provides for two kinds of participation in the criminal 
associations of Hitler: Art. 6 of the Charter refers to participation in the 
criminal conspiracy, and Art. 9-10 refers to the participation in the crimir 
organizations. Both of these standards arc organically and indissolubly con- 
noctcd, for they oxpress in begal terms the correlation and the connection 
which oxisted in roal life betwoen the conspiracy and tho organizations in 
Hitlor's Germany. 

After having closely connected those two kinds of participation of the 
Hitloritos in the international crimes — participation in tho conspiracy anc 
participation in the organizations, the Charter of tho International Militar 
Tribunal had established with full reason different criminal legal conseque! 
ces for both kinds of participation. 

Participation in the conspiracy, which by its vory nature cannot inclu 
a very considorablo number of persons, is provided for by tho Charter as an 
independant criminal action, 

On the contrary, the question of responsibility for participation in 1 
criminal organizations, comprising hundreds of thousands if mombors is diffe 
rently solved by the Charter, Based entirely upon tho principles of law anc 
justico tho Charter of the Tribunal leaves it to the competence of the Nati 


Tribunals to detormino the individual responsibility of the mombors of the 


organization which is connoctod with the cxamination of the criminality of: 


sroat number of individual persons, 
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According to Art,10 cf the Charter "if the Tribunal considers one er 
another organization as criminal, the national courts have a right to prose- 
cute separate individuals for belonging to criminal organizations", There- 
fore the Tribunal has the right to consider an organization as criminal net 
for the purpose of punishing this organization as a whole or all ot its 
members but to enable thus the national courts to prosecute individuals for 
belonging to such organizations as have been declared criminal, 

In accordance with the instructions of Art, 10 of the Charter the Tri- 
bunals of USSR, USA, Great Britain and France and ef 18 statos which joined 
tho London Agreement, may certainly condemn, but thoy have the risht also to 
como to a conclusion, that the defendant is not a mombor of the organization 
at all, or belonging to it only forunlly, was in fact far from it and sccor 
ding to such a conslusion they may acquit him, All thcso questions as woll 
as questions similar to them wero and remaincd tho competonco of the nationa 
courts, Those courts aro limited only in ono rospect which is on principle 
of profound importance: if the Intornational Tribunal considors tho organiza” 
tion as criminal, the National Tribunals can noither deny nor ovon discuss 
the criminal character of such an org”nization; hore for the first time in 
logel history the sovercignty of individual countries is limitod by tho 
onforcing powor of the vordict of the International logal authority — tho 
Tribunal, 

This mentioned delimitation of the compotence of the Intornational 
Tribunal and the National Courts is very essential in order to undorstand the 
regulations of the Chartor of the Tribunal concerning criminal organizations. 

And, indeod, just bocnuso the Tribunal will havo to docido only the 
goncral question concerning the criminality of tho organization and not 
soparavo questions about the individual responsibility of thoso organizations, 


oE]. tho/ 
the Charter doos not indicate any perticular criterion of concept "organiza- 


tion" and in this caso it doos not bind the Tribunal by any formal roquiromcnt 
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The absonco in the Charter of a dotailed definition of a criminal orseni- 
zation is not, therefore, an omission in the Chartor but its position on 
principlo which follows from the above montioned fact — consisnins the 
elucidation of the question of facts to the azoncies of National Justico, 
Ticroforo attempts to require some kind of factual siens (voluntary 
membership, mutual information) in order to consider the organization as 
criminal do not find any support in the Chartor but differ from its cntire 
etructuro. The main and only task presenting itself to the Tribunal is 
not such investigations with which national courts deal and will have to 


doal, but the establishing of one decisive fact: whether by it 
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criminal 


crininel actions the organization participated an the realization of tho __ 
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Complying to this task te Charter established tho ordor of tho 
proccodings for the prosecution of organizations. 

In fact the Charter of the Tribunal provides for tho decision of the 
question concerning criminal organizations undor the indispensable condition 
to consider the caso of a real representative of this organigntion sitting 
in tho dock of the defendants. Tre dofendants nt this Trial wero at the 
samo time the participants of theo conspiracy and the leading members of 
the organization, in whoso referonce the Tribunal has to decide the question 
of considering them as criminal, Therefore, the evidence that hes been 
used for the individual casos of the defendants, is at the same timo the 
fundamental evidoneo for the organizations which they represent. The 
documents submitted by the Prosecution have quite clearly proved how the 
ore nizations mentionod in the Indictment served as constant and direct 
instruments for realizing the criminal plots of the conspirators, Thus tho 


legal proceedings havo fully and comprehonsivoly proved the criminal cha- 


racter of these organizations. 
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In order to secure the most comprehensivo investigation of tho 
cases of organizations the Charter of the Tribunal invited by broad~ 
castings, through the Press and special advertisements, the members of 
the accused organizations to subrit their explanations +) the Tribunal. 
The Tribunal is aware of the number of persons kept in concentration 
camps who wished to avail themselves of this possibility. The formation 
of a subsidiary commission made it possible for the Tribunal to interrogate 
the greatest possiblo number of members of the organizations who aro to 
bo examined and judged later by the National Courts, ‘Thus as a rosult 
of complicated proliminary work the group of witnesses selocted by the 
Defonco Counsel appeared before the Tribunal, Not being able to dony 
the irrefutable forco of tho documental proofs submitted by tho Prosc 
cution, the Defonco Counsel decided to summon their own witnesses in 
contrast to them, 

Your Honors, wo romember these witnesses and their testimonics, 
If more evidence is roquired to prove that falschood is a constant and 
invariable companion of crime with the Hitlerites, the falso tostimonics 
of Kaufmann, Sievers, Manstein, Reinecke, Besta and others may serve as 
convincing illustrations, Those "witnesses" in thoir effort to whitewash 
the criminal organizations, of which they woro the leading mombors, camo 
to evident absurdity, SS and the Gestapo are found to be a society of the 
oloct, a club of noblo mon, en ene of Knights, It is not without roason 

for the Defense/ | 

that the Counsel included Rosenberg among tho Knights. All of then sparkle 
with moral purity and all of them are filled with pity towards thoir ncigh» 


bourse The Obergruppenfuchror of professional henchmen of SS wont to save 


Jows from the pogroms and massacres and General Brauchitsch was a zealous 


pacifist, 
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It is instructive that all the organizations without any exception, 
which are considered as criminal by the Indictment, are nure and immaculate 
according to the testimonies of the witnesses. Who then had eommitted the 
murder of 12 million peaceful inhabitants? iho tortured the prisoners of 
war and deported millions of veonle for slave labor in Germany from the 
occupied territories? No defendants are to be found! 

Lies, cynical, blasphemous lies of people whose conscience did not hesi- 
tate before murder, whose honor did not prevent them from perjury, do not 
deserve to be refuted. 

While examining the case concerning the criminal organizations the Prose- 
cution submitted sunplementary striking documents testifying new atrocities 
of the criminal organizations of the titlerites. 

Facts, irrefutable facts have been established. The inflexible will of 
the law is clear. The time has come for drawing conclusions, 

At the congress of the Nazi Party in 1934 Hitler declared: "It is not 
the state that has created us, but we have created the state. It is possible 
that we are considered by some as a party = by others as an organization, by 
others as something else, but in reality we are what we are," 

¿he present trial gives a comprehensive and exact answer to the question 
who the Hitlerites were. The Fuchrei at the head of a criminal gang of con- 
spiretors, anpearing in different roles and nominations (Ministers, Gauleiters, 
Cbergruppenfuehrers, etc.) surrounded by a network of criminal orgenizations 
created by him, who had seized in their grip millions of German citizens = 
this was the outline of the political structure of Hitler's Germany. 

The acknowledgement of the criminality of the organizations mentioned in 
the Indictment, as well as the rclmowledgement of the existence of the conspi- 
racy, are therefore the necessary conditions for the triumph of Justice, the 
triumph longed for by all freedom loving nations. 

With regard to the separate organizations which were necessarily conside- 
red as eriminal by the Prosecution, I find it necessary to mention the follo- 


wing in addition to the convincing arguments expressed by my honorable

In Count I paragraph 4, art. "A" of the Indictment, entitled "Nazi Party 
as the central core of the cammon plan or conspiracy", it is said: 

"In 1921 Adolf Hitler became the supreme leader or Fuehrer of the 
Nationalsozialistische Deutsche Arbeiterpartei (National Socialist German 
Workers Party), also known as the Nazi Party, which had been founded in 
Germany in 1920.

Only insolent demagogues can assert that German Fascists, who 
hove eliminated all the democratic freedom of the people substituting it 
by concentration camps, who have introduced slave labor at works and facto- 
rics and restored serfdom in the villages of Germany and in the countries

Further on, in this directive it was stated that all members of the 
NSDAP working in enterprises, subject to instructions given thom by the 
Kreisleiter and through the Ortsgruppenleiter are obligod "most careful- 
ly to watch üpon the foreign w>"cers and notify, by all means, the par- 
ty leader in the enterprise about the received informations in ordir to 
communicate them to "Abwehr" officials!’ Wheré there was no permanent 
official of the Abwehr, the information was delivered to the Ortsgrup— 
penleiter, 

Himmler's directive prescribed, that "in the interest of the uni- 
fied political leadership, tho Abwehr officials should coordinate their 
work with the Gestapo leaders, who, in the case of need, are to be sum- 
moned by the Xreisleitor".

They were organized by Hitler in 1921, with the full support of 
the Reichswehr, who was hoping for revenge. 

The nucleus of the "SA" was made up of men such as Streicher and 
Roehm, "zoological" anti-semites, chauvinists, supporters of the idea 
of the conquest of "living space", officers having left the army and 
soldiers ef the defeated Kaiser's army. 

The shock units were composed of the most reactionary elements secking 
reyengo, and to the "SA" ontered adventurers, tempted by the decorati- 
və side of this criminal organization and seeing in it a possibility 
of particivating in "nocroms" and plunder. 

From the very beginning the "SA" was a strictly volontary organi- 
zation. This vrinciple stayed in force during the whole process of de- 
velopment of the shock units,

Hitlerites in 1933, the "SA" remained a legal weapon in the hands of

This fact was officially declared in the ordinence of 
March 1935 (Reichsgesetzblatt, 1935, nart I, nage 502) and the same

(pare 352). 
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In his pamphlet "The SA", the SA-Sturmfuehrer Bauer wrote: 

"The public opinion would never have learned of the stirring 
speeches and the propaganda of our small faction in the Reichstag or 

“ef the aspirations and aims of the party, if it had not have been 
hearing the steps of the marching SA units and their battle songs", 

But the "steps of the marching SA and their battle songs" were 
not the only things heard by the German "public ominion". It perceived 
far moro, the blows of rubber bludgeons, the shots fired at political 
opponents and the pogroms in the working wards. For the chief fascist 
conspirators the basic value of the SA was precisely their function 
as a weapon for pogroms and terror. 

During the neriod of struggle for power and thereafter, the shock 
units were first of all a weapon of rough coercion, a mean of elimina- 
tion and extermination of political onponents. 

This situation was very franckly depicted by Goebbels in a speech 
delivered by him in 1935. He then stated: 

"Tho internal volitical oppments did not disappear by means of so! 
unimown secret reasons, No, they disenpeared because our movement had 
at its disdosal the strongest weapon in the country, end this strongest 
weapon, was the "SA" units".

Ine criminal activity of its members, with the exception of the

greator pert of the crimes of the Hitler regime, must undoubtedly be found 


by tho Tribunal as a criminal orranization, 
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GESTAPO, 
Gestape was founded by Defendant Goering on the 26th of April, 
1933, at the time when the latter was Prime minister of Prussia, and 


during the early period of its existence it was directed by him per- 


Gradually, however, Reichsfuehrer of the SS, Heinrich Himmler, 
centered all direction of the political police of the Reich territory, 
in bis own hands. The law of 10 february, 1936, declared Gestapo a 
"special police" organ for the whole Reich. By his dceree of 17 July, 
1956, Hitlor appointed Himmler the Chicf of the German Police, thus 
making legitimate the "personal unity" already achieved by the SS 
and the Police on the whole. 

In harmony with this principle of "personal unity" fee, unity 
of loadorship/ by his very first decree on the structure cf the Gorman 
Police, dated 25 Junc, 1936, Himmler appointed Reinhardt Hoydrich the 
Chief of the SIPO (Sccurity Palice) which already embraccd within the 
samo system both tho Gestapo and the Criminal Police. Heydrich's 
successor, aftor the latter's death, was defondant Kaltenbrunner, 

In 1939, in consequence of tho consolidation of the leading role 
of SD in the gcneral sccurity schemo of the Nazi State and for purposes 

of the/ 
of further unification police under single leadership, a reorganizatio: 
of the contral security organizations took place. This resulted in the 
fusion of "the Chief SS security Administration with the "Chief Admini- 
stration of the Security Police" into a single SS seni-sovernmental 
semi-party organization "Reich Security Head Office" i.e. the 
RSHA. . 

Thus the Socrot State Police, then briefly known as "Gestapo", 
and up to thon existing as part of tho "Chiof Administration of the 


SIPO", bocame tho IV Section of RSHA, 
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a/ The Functions of Gestavo 


The funetions of the Gestavo in the general system of the security 
organs of the Third Reich were clearly defined by the same Heydrich in 
an article published in the German periodical "The German Police", 

While defining the rele of SD as that of political intelligence within 
both the Nagi Party and the Nazi State whose task included the study anc 
analysis of the political atmosphere and of the political trends and 
tendencies both inside and outside the bounds of the Reich for purposes 
of informing the Nazi leadership, the function of the Secret State 


Police he saw in revealing and rendering harmless those political ele- 


ee 


ments within the Nazi regime which were hostile and unreliable. 

The whole of Gestavo with its system of central, regional, peni- 
tenciary and other special branches and-formations, was geared to the: 
-sceonplishment of this cardinal point of its program, 

The fulfilment of this function required most eareful individual 
selection of the Gestapo personnel. These were selected from among 
the most experienced cadres of the general police and of the administra- 
tion, who were already proven to be the fanatical adherents of the Hit- 
lerite regime, and also from among the regular employees of the SD. 
The latter were usually given supervisory vositions in the Gestapo. 

The affidavit submitted by the former chief of the IV Section of 
the RSHA, Walter Schellenberg, establishes that 75% of Gestapo employee. 
were also members of the SS. They had either been members of the SS 
prior to entering the Gestapo or else they became members as they 
began their careers in this punitive end terroristic organization. 

The number of Gestapo employees in the period af 1943-45 reached 


between 40. and 50 thousand. Such staff, to quote Fouche, allowed Gesta 
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"to have eyes to see everywhere and hands to seize anyone", 

The criminal activity of the Gestano did not confine itself merely 
to the territory of the Reich, 

During the period of preparations for aggression, it was 
the Gestapo that received the task, jointly with the SD, to 
organize one of the first operational groups, tic tiusatzgruppen, meant 
to function on the territory of the Czechoslovak Republic. 

“ith the beginning of hostilities and in confarmance with the 
already prepared and approved plan, Cestapo put at the disvosal of the 
Armed Forces a certain percentage of its experienced workers to organi- 
ze the so-called "Secret Field Police" - GFP. The GFP units in the 
army had the functions of both the Gestapo and the SIPO in the Reich 
and were also empowered with wide police and punitive rights directed 
against the civilian population and the guerilla fighters in theatres 
of military overations, 

From the very beginning of its existence the Gestapo had wide 
powers in connection with extra=legsl reprisal measures directed against 
elements "threatening" the Nazi State or the Nazi Party, 

One of the masin types of reprisal used against such elements was 
the utilizetion of the right of "preventive arrest" and "preventive 
imprisonment" which the Gestapo used widely both on the territory of 
the Reich and in the areas later annexed or occunied by Germany. 

The vlsacos of preventive arrest were the widely known and 
notoriously dismal Germen concentration camps. Confinement to a con- 
centration camp could take place through a simple written directive on 
the nart of the Security Police and the SD Chief Heydrich, whose place 
was later taken by Kaltenbrunner, or at the order of the Chief of the 
IV Section of the RSHA - Muller. Frequently the order of confinement 


to a concentration camp 
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was issued personally by the Reichsfuehrer of the SS and simultaneously 
Chief of the German Police — Heinrich Himmler, 

Never did the victim nf preventive arrest know for just how long 
a period of torture and suffering he was being confined, - the length of 
confinement depended entirely on the arbitrary will of the Gestapo. Ever 
mon Gestapo knew the length cf timo that it planned to kocp the man in 
prison, it still was strictly forbiddon to disclose this cithor to the 
prisoner or to his kin, 

These concentration camps were the prototype of the cxtermination 
camps which materialized in the subsequent period of aggressive operatic 
and which gencrations to come are bound to remember with tremor, namely 
ho Maidanek, the Auschwitz, the Treblinka, and many others, 

As the punitive exccutivo organization of thé Nazi State, the Gest 
had close connections with the Nazi Party. 


In the appendix to the Decree of both the Reich and the Prussian 


Defence Cabinet Minister dated 20 September, 1936, it states without any ambigui 
Documont 

NO». 14, that "the special functions of the Security Police demand the closest

The crimes which the Hitlerites had co. :mitted with the help of the 
police organizations in the termorarily occupied territories of Czech- 
Slovalia, Yuz”: lavia, and Poland are of the sane pattern. 

The various Gestapo orgs s were the executive machinery whic”: 
served to realize most of these cri.:os. 

The very first mass cperation of annihilating the Polish intel- 
ligentzia,the so-called "Operation AB" was conceived by Frank, spproved 
by Fitler, and perpetrated by the Gestapo. It was the agents of 
the Gestapo, who with the aid cf several SS units and under the directi 
of the SS and Police Chief for Poland, Obergruppenfuechrer Vrueger nas wel 
es Brigadenfuehrer Strechenbeci managed to exterminate several thousand 
Polish intellectuals, carrying cut this atrocious mass o eration. 

In accordance with Frank's decree of 9 Cetober, 1943, the notori~ 
"Standgerichte", created "to suppress attacks on Gorman construction in 
tre Governnent-General", also consisted of Gestapo agents. 

Again it was the Gestapo which put into effect the torrible repris 


against the clergy which resiited in the murder of about 790 priests and 


the imprisonment of sbout 3000 clergynen, already by January 1941. 
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As it is thoroughly proven by the documents submitted by the Soviet Pro- 
secution, the Gestapo established special mass extermination centers for 
the Jewish population of Polend. 

In contrast to such extermination camps as Majdanek and Auschwitz, 
which were under the jurisdiction of the Administrative Command of the 
SS, the secret extermination camp in „Helmo, where over three hundred 
and forty thousand Jews were done away with by means of 
dead-vans ; was both fowided end directly administered br the Gest: 
no which created for the purvose a special unit, "Sonderkommando Kuimhof 
This Gestano Sonderkommando ys under the administrative supervision of 
the Gestano Chief in the City of Lodz - Brautfisch. 

It was also the Gestapo which founded Treblinka - this prototype 
of all subsequent extermination camps. 

Hichman's Plan for the extermination of Jews in Europe with the 
help of special extermination camps created for the purvose by the 
"DIt Section of SS, originated in the Gestapo where Eichman worked as 
subordinate ©” the Gestapo official Mueller. 

It was hie Gestano that was resvonsible for the annihilation of 
3,200,000 Jews in Poland, 112,000 in Czechoslovakia, and 65,000 Jews 
in Yugoslavia. 

It was the Gestavo that introduced and practised in the occupied 
territories of Eastern Europe the criminal system of hostages and the 
princiole of collective responsibility, thus arbitrarily end constantl 
widening the number of persons liable to renrisals. For example, it 
was the Gestapo that together with Defendant Frank issued the notorious 
decree of mass reprisals with regard to the "families of saboteurs", tt 
decree which stated that "not only should the seized saboteurs be imme- 
diately executed on the spot but also all male kin of offenders should 
be immediately shot while all female relatives over 16 years of age, si 
be confined to concentration EL 


What went on in Poland does not typify the Gestapo behavior in 


Poland alone but anvlies also to Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia. 
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200,000 persons passed through the Gestapo Prison in Brno, Czecho- 


slovakia, only during the period of oecupation. Only 50,999 o? these

were freed, Others were killed or sent to the slow death in the con- 
centration camp. 


The order of 9 March, 1942, gave Gestano the right to use '"nre- 


ventive confinement" and "protective custody", 
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and clergymen were arrested even prior to the war. In addition lis 
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were compiled in each region of persons Liable to be arrested as hostag 
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at the first sign of disturbance of the social order or security. 
Karl Hans Fro. addressing leaders of the "movement for national unity". 
announced in 1940 that 2,000 Czech hostages - then in concentration cai 
- would be shot unless Czech leaders signed a declaration of Layalty, 
When an attempt on Heydrich's life took place, many of the hostages 
were executed. 
In 1939 the Gestapo called together factory directors and varehouss 
SSR-6C supervisors of the various Czech industrial concerns. They were made t 
sign the following statement: "I am cognizant of the fact that I shall 
be shot immediately if the plant will stop work without a justifiable 
cause", 
Schoolteathers in Czechoslovakia similarly had to sign declaration; 
making themselves responsible for the loyalty of their students. 
It was the Gestapo which was responsible for that unheard-of crime 
of the annihilation of the village of Lidice and of its »vovulation. 
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The Gestano terror in Yucoslavia assumed an esvecially viciou 


character. 
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The confirmation of the fact can be fouñd in the following 


quotation fron tre Report Noa 6 of the Yugoslav State Comission 
for the Investigation of War Crines: 

"A group of hostages was hanged in Celje (Zilli) on hooks used 

by butchers to suspend uncut. meat. In Maribor, victins worked in 
groups of five, placing uodies of shot hostages into boxes and 
then loading them on to trucks. is each five-man tean finished its 
job; it was shot and the next group of five persons replaced it ir.

The Security Service or "Sicherheitsdienst"™ was usually referred te 
in the official police documents under the abbreviation of "SD".

positions the cadres of both the SA end the SS, It had played a leading 
role in the German scheme of political intelligence and "preventive ex- 
termination" of the undesirable elements both before and after the for- 
mation of the RSHA., 

SD stood particularly close to the Central Headquarters of the 
criminal Nazi conspirators l.c. the Party Leadership. And that is why 
the SD participated most actively in planning those police octivities 
which inveriably accompanied all Hitlerite plans of aggression. 

As will be shown below it was the SD which created the first 
"iinsatzeruppen", supplied these predatory organizations of German fas- 
cism with executive personnel, and organizationally helped with atroci- 
ties later committed in the occupied territories of Poland, Yugoslavia, 
the Soviet Union, as well as in other countries, 

Attempting to exempt this criminal organization from the responsi- 
bilities with which it is charged, the Defense started an argument 
about the meaning of the very term "SD", I am referring here to the as- 
sertion on the part of the Defense that the SD wes merely the third 
section of the RSHA (AMT? III, headed by SS-Gruppenfuchrer Otto Ohlendorf, 
the war-time chief of the Einsatzgruppe "D" which committed many crimes 


in the southern regions of the USSR where according to Ohlendorf's own 


testimony, it destroyed 90.000 peaceful Soviet citizens).

In reality, however, SD was a widely spread espionage organization of 
German Fascism, which actively contributed to the realization of the

Along with the Gestapo, it was the SD eadres who forned the backbone of 


Finsatzgruppen, where it was always the SD personnel tht ceculáro leudin

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All of them and without any judicial sentence whatsoever were to De

The sane erininal task was accomplished by the 5D before the in- 
vasion of Yugoslavia. The Sovict prosecution presented to the Tribunal 
a "Research Book" prensred by the so-callol Gorman Balkan institute: 
"Sucd-Ost Deutsches Institut", pertaining to the SD. This beck contained 
the nenes of over 4000 Yugoslav citizens who wore to be arrested immedi- 
ately after the invasion of Yugoslavia. This bock, which was prepared 
by the SD, was transmitted to the executive police; f.c. the Gestapo 
which was to operate these arrests, 

This book was found in the registry office of the Gestapo at Maribor 
and bore the following stamp made by a member of the SD: "The persons 
mentioned in the text are te be arrested and the RSHA is to be informed 
immediately about the completion cf the assignment”. 

This institute of the SD carried on a special and undermining 
activity by preparing tho fifth colwin agents in Yugoslavia. A member 
of the SD the dean of the Graz university, Hermann Ibler, prepared in 
connection with this a special work entitled "Des Reiches Suedgrenze" 
which bears the stamp "strictly secret" and includes a list of the fifth 
column agents in Yugoslavia. 

It wes the SD who was occasioning political provocaticn abroad. 

The former Chief of the Security Police and SD, Kaltenbrunner had to 
confess to that, whon interrogated by the representative cf the Soviet 
prosecution. He couldn't even deny his signature on the letter to 


Ribbentrop, coneorning the allocation by the ilinistry for Fereign Affairs 


cf one million tunmans for bribing the voters in Iran. 
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The SD members understood EA the vart assigned to them in 

the occupied territories in the realization of the inhuman plans of the 
USSR-522 Hitlerites, concerning the extermination of the enslaved nations, 

From this point of view a German document, captured by the units of 

the “olish Army in the building of the SD, at Mogilno (Poland), and 

presented to the Tribunal by the Soviet prosecution is most characte- 

ristic. 

In this letter addressed to the agents of the SD, a certain Block- 
stelle Hauptsturmfuchrer SS informs them of Himmler's speech of 15 March 
1940 in which the latter requested the Commanders of the concentratio 
camps situated in Polend to first utilize the qualified Polish workers 
in the military industry of the concentration camps, and later to ex- 


terminate all those Poles, This Hauntsturmfuehrer SS from Mogilno re- 


quested, therefore, cll his trusted agents of the SD to prevare the 
lists of the Poles they considered as dangerous in order to exterminate 
them later on. 

The SD was one of the most importent links in the inhuman volice 
machinery of the SS and German Fascism, It was an organization of 
spying and information spread over the whole territory of the "old 
Reich", as well as throughout all of the temporary occupied areas and 
countries. At certain moments the members of SD initiated the most 
eruel police measures of the Hitlerites. 

For this reason, the Soviet prosecution supported by irrefutable 


evidence consider that the whole system of the SD is to be declared 


criminal. 
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THF GENERAL STAFF AND THE HIGH COMMAND OF THE ARMED FORCES 


In the course of the present trial, there have been many attempts on the 
part of several of the defendants, the defense attorneys, and those 
witnesses for the defense who were generals in Hitlerite Germany, to 
represent both the German High Command and the General Staff as 
organization whose activities were guided by the sole principle of 


"fulfilling their soldierly duty." 


The higher echelons of the German war machine, according to this concept, 
were far removed from criminal politics of Hitler government, took no 
part in political decisions, and confined themselves entirely to the 
fulfillment of orders emanating from the Comander-in-Chief and 


dealing with purely military mtters. 


Opinion was expressed to the effect that the German General Staff, 
in view of the nature of the military structure then existing in 
Hitler Germany, was no more and no less than an auxiliary organization 


dealing vith purely technical matterse 


Finally, attempts were made, and not once, which is also quite under- 
standable, to represent the army High Cont nd as something quite 
distinct and not having anything in cormon with the activity of the 


German police organizations and of the SS, 


Practically every student of Furopean polities after the First World 
War knows that the generals and officers of the Kaiser's army were only 
too ready to repeat the game that they had once lost, 

For the German military defeat they blamed everything and everybody =- 
except themselves, Meanwhile they vorked on creating undercover 
military organizations, dreamed of revenge, and appeared prepared to 
offer their honor and their swords to any pdlitical adventurer who 
would not stop before starting another world war, It was amidst this 


type of new "tradition" that there grew up in Germany the present officer 


generations, And neither was it accident al 
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that the future leader of this generation, Adolf Hitler, made his politi- 
cal entrance out of nowhere with the moral and financial support of the 
Reichswehr, 

With few exceptions, it was the military caste that gave Hitler 
support, and when he seized power, rearmament began almost immediately. 
The haughty Prussian generals bowed to Hitler, the corporal, because they 
knew that Hitler meant war. 

Fiecldmarshalls Brauchitsch, Wilech, Mannstein, and others arrived 
here under the Allied guard to give false testimony of their own positions 
to the International liilitary Tribunal. 

And so we saw a peculiar spectacle. Wolves became sheep. I do not 
know just what kind of naive people they expected to find here, Brauchitsc. 
particularly, when he presented hinself here as a confirmed pacifist. If 
we allow surselves to believe him, we would thon also have to believe 
that he, the Commander-in-Chief of the German Land Forces (the OKH), 
knew nothing whatever of Germany's aggressive plans, nothing of the coming 
invasions of Austria and Czechoslovakia, but was persistantly and continu- 
ously persusding Hitler not to fight. 

By such awkwerd defense the witness could only deceive himself. 

I shall allow myself to stop only briefly on evidence disapproving 
the tricks and the raneouvres of defonse whose main aim has been to masque 


and diminish the scope of the crininal activity of the high German military 


organs. 
A. Crines Against Humani ty. 


Evidence submitted to the Tribunal proves boyond doubt that both 


the Genoral Staff and the OKW were fully informed of the criminal 


intentions for aggression on the part of the Hitlerite Government, that the 
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shared these plans, end participated actively in both their prenaration 
and their realization, 

The aggressive anti-social plans of the Hitler conspirators became 
known to every German as soon as Hitler's "Mein Kampf" appeared. 

These were widely propagandised and publicised from day to day and 
month to month. 

These plans received immediate recognition from the German military 
leaders who subseauently nut both their experience and their knowledge 
at the service of the Hitlerite state. 

I do not plan, however, to delve deep into the history of the 
Hitlerite state and its military machine to prove just when and how 
the subsequent criminal activity of the leading German military organs 
began > 

I want to mention only that evidence which refers to the beginning 
of the war.

While expounding his military and political plans to his senior

Ts this not evidence that Hitler made no secret of his criminal 


plans, so far as his top military officials were concerned? 


Even nore convincing in this respect are the operational papers 
of the German Command which quite cynically describe the criminal 


aims of aggression on the part of the Hitler government. 


In Hitler's directive of the 30 May, 1938 dealing with the 
execution of the plan "Gruen" for the invasion of Czechoslovakia, it 
is started: 
"It is my unalterable decision to smash Czechoslovakia by military 
action in the near future,"

During nine months the Tribunal has examined the evidence upon the 
monstrous crincs of the Nazis. le have heard hore of the erines of the 
police and of the Wehrmecht, of the 5S and of the Gestapo, of the 
Reichs-—Gauleiters and of the Reichs-Comissars in the occupied 
territories, of various *uchre:s and Leiters. ånd we can most categori- 
cally declare that the honmoseneity and systermtic organization of the 
crimes, the uniformity of the means and measures used to cormtit then 
testify to the fact that these crimes were directed by md carried out 
on the directives of a single issuing center. These innumerable and 


varied crines are traced back to the gang of fascist consviritors and tc 


the criminal Hitlerite govermient. 


Seen in this light, the declarations of the Counsel for the Defense and 
of the defendants to the effect that, under Hitlcr, the Counsil of 
Ministers wes a mere technical apparatus deprived of any real power, 

are completely unconvincing., Actually not only did the ministers decide 
themselves all questions conire within their jurisdiction but they were 

at the sane tine the executors of Hitler's will, It is also true that 

it was Hitler who made the final decision pertaining to all officia 

and unofficial discussions anc meetings. dt the sane time, however, one 
cannot forget the fact thet not a single minister in any other government 
enjoyed such independence in ceciding questions coming within his ju-

risdiction as did the ministers of the Hitlerite sovernnente Every singl 


one of ther 
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was a fuehrer in his particular field, and by his advice, by the mate- 


sented, by drafts of laws and directives wielded a most ten- 
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gible influence over all decisions taken oy Hitler in connection with 
questions concerning the activity of several devartments. Then again, one 
cannot discount the fact that Hitler's will fully corresponded to the 


personal points of view and convictions of his ministers. They were ne- 
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1s much as he was necessary to them. Goering, 
Frick, Rosenberg, Neurath, Speer, Funk and others are inconceivable 
without Hitler just as Hitler is inconceivable without them. Under ite 
ler's leadershiv they actively participated in the planning of the f&s- 
cist conspiracy, and every one of them, enacting the role allotted to him 
in the general criminal plan which defined the activity of litterally all 
the denartmonts, wittingly and actively carried out that 

As they were the leaders of all the corresvonding central departments 
of Hitlerite Germany -= of Finance, tconomics, Justice, Communications, ete, 
- they held in their hands, from 1933 to 1945, full legislative, executive, 
administrative and political powers. And they used this power in order to 
out into effect the criminal plans for seizing foreign territories, for 


annihilating races and peoples and for establishing world domination. 


And in order to facilitate the execution of these criminal plans they

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The Hitlerite Government introduced a number of measures de signed 
to implant fascist ideology and mislead the people of Germany. 

On the lst of May, 1934, ‘ne Ministry of Education was created, 

Its function was to educate youth in the svirit of militarism and recial 
hatred and to make the German youth conceive reality from the distorted 
viewpoint of fascist dreams. 

Similar tasks were allotted to the Reich'Youth Leader and to those 
organizations which were subordinated to him, 

The principle of personal inviolability and the freedom of the press 
and of the speech were abolished. 

Also abolished were the free trade unions, their proverty confisca- 
ted, and the majority of their loaders jailed. 

In order to suppress by tervor every kind of resistance the Govern- 
ment founded the Gestapo and the concentration camps. Hundreds of 
thousands were arrested and destroyed without any trial or concrete 
evidence, merely on the suspicion. of having anti-fascist tendencies. 


Ihe member of the Reich Government, Goering,

in 1934: "We must be mereiless tow: ds the enemies of the state, Wc have 
created the concentration camps for the purpose and had propmptly impri- 
soned there thousands oi communist: and social-democrets.

It is true beyond doubt that there is not a State where all the 
Ministries participate in the elaboration of all laws. I admit, thero- 
fore, that certain of the ministries in Hitlerite Germany have not par- 
ticipated directly in the preparation cf the Nurnberg laws. Nevertheless, 
in any state the Governnent is usually fully responsible for all the laws 
promulgated during the period wicn this particular government was in power 

The Tribunal had opportunity to analyze in détail the whole activity 
of the Hitlerite Governnent directcd at the preparation and the initiation 
of aggression, It is not necessary to mention again the invasion of Austr’ 
and Czechoslovakia in 1938-39 tho attacks on Poland, Yugoslavia, and the 
Soviet Union. WNunerous docuncnts submitted to the Tribunal confirm the 
fact that the Hitlorite Governnont did everything possible to retain the 
invaded territories of France, Polend, Czechoslovakia, Yugoslavia, Norway, 
Poland, Belgiun, and other courtrics as well as the territories of the 
USSR. It is only because of the powerful blows of the Red Arny and the 
Arnies of the Allies that it was impossible for the Fascist consvirators 
to realize their predatory plans. The activities of the Hitlerite Govern- 
ment had brought on the war which took millions of hunan lives and caused 
inestinatable losses and immeasurable suffering to other nations. 

The Hitlerite Government is also responsible for all the war crines 
and the erines against humanity committed by the German troops and the 
Gernan authorities during the ar. The great deal of evidence submitted 
to the Tribunel proved clearly that Hitlerite Germany prepared itsclf for 
the conduct of the most ruthless war in full contempt of the laws and 


customs cf war. 
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The war crimes and the crines against humanity were committed not onl; 
against the armed forces of the »eace loving nations united against fascist 
ageressors but alse against the innocent civilian population. Long before 

he treacherous aggression against the Soviet Union tsok place, the Govern- 
ment of Hitlerite Germany carefully laid plens for the monstrous oxterni- 
nation of the nost developed regions of the Soviet Union. 

The report published by the 1::traordinary State Coriission concerning 

ho German Fascist Atrocities in Novgorod, Stavropol, Orel, Stalino, Snolens 
Kiev, ond other towns, has proved the existence of a crrefully planned and 
intentional progran Ofmass extermination conducted by the German invaders 
against Soviet prisoners cf war nd Soviet civilians. 

The defendants, nmenbers of Hitlerite Governnent, have all hypocritical 
ly clained never, until the present trial, to have heard of the monstrous 
atrocities of the Hitlerites in the concentration camps, or of the s-vage 
behavior cf the SS nen and of the German authorities in the temporarily 
occupied territorios. These claits are thoroushly false,
